The team: 65 men consisting of the center freamlock, first brockbase, second underzip, 
third grupper, shortfink, two long klinkers, four right zexi, six spoilers, ten full scream¬ 
ers, twenty-three jump stomps, six deep crawlers and nine catcher nearhummers. 


The game is played with two balls. 
The round one is called THE KLONK¬ 
BALL, and is made of dried prune 
skins. 


The other, with the wheels, is THE ZUGO. The Zugg ball 
can only be used when one team has passed the 40-yard 
swamp line, or when a player on the opposing team 
yells "Five will get you ten, Max!"

Each player is equipped with a beanbroom and 
a franknoodle. The beanbroom cannot be longer 
than nine feet and must always be carried in the 
right hand.

The game always starts with both teams standing on 
the 58 yard beamish line, facing East.
